On October 3, 2012, DETECTIVE C. GROGAN, Modesto Police Department, 
complains and alleges, upon information and belief, that said defendant did 
commit the following crimes in the County of Stanislaus, State of California. 


COUNT I : On or about July 22, 2012, defendant did commit a felony, MURDER, 
violation of Section 187(a) of the California Penal Code , in that the 
defendant did willfully, unlawfully, and feloniously and with malice 
aforethought murder DARYL CHARGUALAF, a human being. 


ENHANCEMENT : During the commission of the above charged offense, defendant 
personally and intentionally discharged a firearm and proximately caused 
great bodily injury or death to another person, to wit, DARYL CHARGUALAF, in 
violation of Section 12022.53(d) of the California Penal Code. r{V)iL 

NOTICE : It is further alleged, pursuant to Penal Code Section 1170(h)(3) and 
1170(f) that the defendant is not eligible to be sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment in the county jail on an executed sentence. This allegation is 
not subject to dismissal pursuant to Penal Code Section_l j8S <^ 

COUNT II : On or about July 22, 2012, defendant did commit a felony, 
ATTEMPTED MURDER, violation of Section'664/187(a) of the California Penal 
Code , in that the defendant did willfully, unlawfully, and feloniously and 
with malice aforethought attempt to murder ANDREW DIAZ, a human being.

NOTICE : It is further alleged, pursuant to Penal Code Section 1170'(h) (3) and 
1170(f) that the defendant is not eligible to be sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment in the county jail on an executed sentence. This allegation is 
not subject to dismissal pursuant to Penal Code Section 1385. 

COUNT IV : On or about July 22, 2012, defendant did commit a felony, 
ATTEMPTED MURDER, violation of Section 664/187 (a) of the California Penal 
Code , in that the defendant did willfully, unlawfully, and feloniously and 
with malice aforethought attempt to murder BILLY DIAZ, JR., a human being. 

ENHANCEMENT : During the commission of the above charged offense, defendant 
personally and intentionally discharged a firearm and proximately caused 
great bodily injury or death to another person, to wit, BILLY DIAZ, JR., in 
violation of Section 12022.53(d) of the California Penal Code.

COUNT V : On or about July 22, 2012, defendant did commit a felony, ASSAULT 
WITH A SEMI-AUTOMATIC FIREARM, violation of Section 245(b) of the California 
Penal Code , in that the defendant did willfully, unlawfully and feloniously 
commit an assault with a semi-automatic firearm upon BILLY DIAZ, JR. , a human 
being. 

ENHANCEMENT : During the commission of the above said offense, defendant 
personally used a firearm, in violation of Section 12022.5(a) of the 
California Penal Code. 

ENHANCEMENT : During the commission of the above offense, the defendant did 
personally inflict great bodily injury upon BILLY DIAZ, JR., in violation of 
Section 12022.7(a) of the California Penal Code.

THE COURT: People versus Robert Anthony Moreno, case 
number 1450241. Mr, Moreno is present in custody. This 
matter is on for sentencing and credits, Mr. Garcia and 
Mr. Laugero appearing. 

MR. LAUGERO: Good morning. Your Honor. 

MR. GARCIA: Good morning. Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Parties ready to proceed at this time? 

MR. GARCIA: Yes, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Based on the agreed-upon disposition in 
this matter — first of all, time waived for sentencing? 

MR. GARCIA: Time so waived. 

THE COURT: Any legal cause why judgment should not now 
be pronounced? 

MR. GARCIA: No, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: And based on the stipulated agreement by 
counsel, I will sentence Mr. Moreno to the upper term of 11 
years in the state prison for a felony violation of Penal 
Code Section 192(a), which is voluntary manslaughter. 

I'll order that the defendant pay restitution both — 
to both victims in the case through the Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation. 

Pay a $3,300 restitution fund fine. That's $300 times 
the number of years of imprisonment. 

I'll also order he pay $40 security, $30 criminal 
conviction assessment fees. 

And order the defendant submit to biological samples 
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and handprints. 

We'll ask probation to prepare a summary probation 
report. 

I understand the parties are stipulating to presentence 
credits, which are? 

MR. GARCIA: I have the figures. It would be 2,290 
days of actual time, 343 days good time credit, for a total 
of 2,633. 

MR. LAUGERO: We stipulate to that number. Your Honor. 

THE COURT: We had discussions if the Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation disagrees with that figure — 
I'm not sure if they will or not — I would not be inclined 
to allow the defendant to withdraw his plea. 

Is that the understanding? 

MR. GARCIA: Yes. 

MR. LAUGERO: Yes. 

THE COURT: And you've discussed that with your client, 
Mr. Garcia? 

MR. GARCIA: Yes. 

THE COURT: I think this is a very, very favorable 
resolution for your client. 

And, Mr. Moreno, I think you made some — two very bad 
decisions that night. One was to bring a loaded firearm to 
a bar; the second one was getting in an altercation that 
night which resulted in the death of a close friend of 
yours. And one thing that strikes me when we were here last 
on the victim-impact statement is his stepfather stating 
that being happy does not seem right anymore. I hope you 
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have learned from this very painful lesson, Mr. Moreno, and 
that this does not happen again. 

Is your client ready to be transported at this time? 

MR. GARCIA: He is. Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Moreno will be remanded to the custody 
of the sheriff for transportation to the Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation forthwith.

THE COURT: And do you understand that this is a strike 
under the three-strikes law, which means if you have any 
future felony convictions, a prison sentence is required. 
Your sentence would be doubled, and you would have to serve 
a minimum of 80 percent of that sentence in the future case 
in the state prison.

THE DEFENDANT: Yes. 

THE COURT: And if in the future you are convicted of 
another strike offense and after that convicted of certain 
other serious felony offenses, you could be looking at a 
minimum of 25 years to life in the state prison.

THE COURT: You also understand this is a violent 
felony, which means any credits would be limited to 
15 percent.

THE DEFENDANT: Yes.

The plea is accepted and entered into the 
minutes of this Court. Taking the no contest plea together 
with a factual basis. I'll find the defendant guilty of the 
crime. 

And, Mr. Laugero, do you move to dismiss or strike the 
balance of the plea in the interest of justice and pursuant 
to a Harvey waiver for restitution? 
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MR. LAUGERO: So moved. Your Honor. 

THE COURT: That motion will be granted.

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MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND AUTHORITIES 


Defendant submits the following points and authorities in support of his motion to reduce 


bail. 


1 . 

A court may not constitutionally require a defendant to post excessive bail. 


-Excessive bail may not be required. In fixing the amount of bail, the 

court shall take into consideration the seriousness of the offense charged, the 
previous criminal record of the defendant, and the probabilities of his or her 
appearing at the trial or hearing of the case. 


Cal. Cons. Art I, §12. 


II. 

Proof concerning the defendant’s reappearance must be borne by the prosecution. 

Accordingly, it is concluded that due process requires the burden of proof concerning the 
detainee's likelihood of appearing for future court proceedings to be borne by the 
prosecution at the OR hearing. 


VanAtta v. Scott, (1980) 27 Cal.3d 424,444. 

III. 

Robert Moreno is a veteran of the Air Force, having served honorably for 5 years. He 
attained the rank of E4. He has many commendations for his service, including his service in the 
war zone of Iraq. (Attached as Exhibit A are commendations for Mr. Moreno’s military 
experience). 

At the time of this incident he worked as a federal police officer for Defense Logistics 
Agency in Tracy. 
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IV. 

Mr. Moreno has no prior criminal record. The deceased, Daryl Chargualaf, was Mr. 
Moreno’s best friend. (See attached Exhibit B, photograph of Robert Moreno and Daryl 
Chargualaf). 

It is obvious that this was a tragic accident while Mr. Moreno was defending himself and his 
friend from unruly, drunken bar patrons. (See attached Exhibit C, article from the Modesto Bee 
from July 24,2012). 

Mr. Moreno is the father of two children, Jacob and Elijah ages 9 and 10, and is married to 
Heather Moreno. He currently lives in Hollister, CA. (See attached Exhibit D, photograph of 
Robert Moreno, his son Jacob, and Daryl Chargualaf) 

V. 

Justice requires that cases not receive disparate treatment, including in the setting of bail. In 
another recent case where murder v/as charged against someone who had no prior record bail was 
set at $300,000.00 (see Modesto Bee article, attached as Exhibit E). 

The defense requests that bail in this case be set at a commensiirate amount. 

VI. 

For these reasons, and those stated in open court at the time of the hearing of this motion, it 
is respectfully requested that the amount of the defendant’s bail be reduced.

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Bail set at $2.9M in federal officer’s shooting death in Modesto

A judge on Thursday set a bail amount at $ 2.9 million for a Hollister man 
accused of murder in connection with the shooting of his co-worker, an off- 
duty Department of Defense police officer. 

Police say Robert Anthony Moreno pulled out a gun during a fight with a 
group of people outside a north Modesto bar in late July, opened fire and 
inadvertently shot to death his fellow federal officer, Daryl Chargualaf. 

Before the judge made up his mind, Kirk McAllister, Moreno’s defense 
attorney, argued that his client fired the gun in self-defense after he was 
attacked by another group. He said Moreno accidentally shot his friend in the 
process. “No way that was an intentional homicide,” McAllister argued. 

Deputy District Attorney Jeff Laugero disagreed with the defense attorney’s 
characterization of the shooting. The prosecutor told the judge that Moreno 
intentionally pulled out a gun and fired the weapon, “not one time, several 
times.” 

Laugero also argued there was no indication anyone else fired a gun during the 
violent confrontation. He said Moreno fired five shots from his gun. 

McAllister was seeking a bail amount less than $ 300 , 000 . He argued that his 
client was a decorated member of the military who served in Iraq. 

The defense attorney said Moreno has no prior criminal record and is not a 
flight risk. He said Moreno has not tried to evade authorities in the past few 
months since the shooting, even though he knew he was being investigated. 



Laugero said Moreno is a risk to public safety if he were to be released from 
custody, go to a bar and find himself in a similar situation. 

Chargualaf, 34 , of Modesto died from injuries suffered in the shooting, which 
occurred about 1:40 a.m. July 22 outside O’Malley’s Bar in a shopping center 
at Standiford Avenue and Prescott Road.

Modesto police have said Moreno remained at the crime scene when police 
arrived and identified himself to investigators as the person who fired the 
shots. Moreno said he was as an off-duty U.S. Department of Defense police officer. He worked with Chargualaf at a 
facility in Tracy. 


Moreno, 30 , has been charged with murder, along with two counts each of attempted murder and assault with a 
semiautomatic gun. He was being held vnthout bail at the Stanislaus County Jail. 

After hearing the arguments, Stanislaus County Superior Court Judge Ricardo Cordova set Moreno’s bail at $ 2.9 million 
and scheduled the defendant to return to court Oct. 24 for his arraignment hearing. Moreno remained in custody at the 
Stanislaus County Jail.

Victim's co-worker arrested in shooting at O'Malley's Bar in Modesto

Detectives on Friday morning arrested a Hollister man police say pulled a gun 
during a fight outside a north Modesto bar in late July, opened fire and 
inadvertently shot to death his co-worker, an off-duty U.S. Department of 
Defense police officer. 

Robert Anthony Moreno, 30 , was arrested in Hollister and booked at the 
Stanislaus County Jail on suspicion of murder, attempted murder and assault 
with a deadly weapon, according to sheriffs custody records. He was being 
held without bail Friday night. 

Modesto resident Daryl Chargualaf died from injuries he suffered in the 
shooting, which occurred about 1:40 a.m. July 22 outside O'Malley's Bar in a 
shopping center at Standiford Avenue and Prescott Road. 

Modesto police officers responded to a report of a shooting and found two men 
with gunshot wounds amid a large, chaotic crime scene in the parking lot 
outside the bar. Both men were taken by ambulance to local hospitals. 

Chargualaf, 34 , died at the hospital. The other man suffered wounds that were 
not life-threatening and later was released from the hospital. Police have not

Chargualaf, also known as "Chug" to his friends, was a lo-year Air Force veteran stationed at Travis Aii' Force Base in 
Fairfield. He was a member of the base's military police. 

In February, Chargualaf began working at a Defense Logistics Agency site in Tracy, which is part of the government’s 
largest logistics combat support agency. It provides supplies, uniforms and food to the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marines 
and other federal agencies. 

Chargualafs mother, Annie Runner, declined to comment about Moreno's arrest when The Bee contacted her Friday at 
her family's home in Oak Harbor, Wash. 

Attempts by The Bee to reach Moreno’s family Friday afternoon were not successful. 

Suspect spoke to officers at scene 

Modesto police Lt. Rick Armendariz said Moreno remained at the crime scene when police arrived and identified himself 
to investigators as the person who fired the shots. Moreno said he was as an off-duty U.S. Department of Defense police 
officer. He also worked in Tracy. 

Armendariz said Moreno and Chargualaf were together inside the bar when they got into an argument with another 
group. The dispute escalated in the parking lot, and a fight ensued between the two groups. 

Moreno pulled his handgun during the fight and fired the weapon several times, hitting Chargualaf and the other man, 
Armendariz said. Police at the time believed there were others involved in the confrontation, to which there were about 
20 to 30 witnesses. 

Investigators gathered information that indicates Moreno was "criminally culpable" in the death of Chargualaf and the 
injuries to the other man, Armendariz said. The investigators then obtained an arrest warrant for Moreno, who was 
taken into custody without incident. 

Police investigators have handed over the case to the Stanislaus County district attorney's office. Moreno won't be 
arraigned in Stanislaus County Superior Court until at least Tuesday because court is closed Monday for Columbus Day.
